by THE AGE, but he went- away with- 
out doing anything. 


W. L. Williams came here at the re- 
quest of Health Officer Foster who re- 
ported the matter to ibe commission 
when be discovered that a large num- 
ber of horses were affected and tbe 
disease was spreading to human be- 
ing who chanced to come iu contact 
with them. Mr. Williams looked into 
tbe matter, and advised tbe health 
officer to look after it carefully, but 
be has no authority. That- lies entire- 
ly with the live stock commission. 
Sir. 
Williams called 
on Sheriff 


Hedge and discussed the matter with 
him but did not give him authority 
to have the diseased horses killed. He 
said he would see Prosecutor Wheel- 
er and would meet- the sheriff later in 
Columbus. The sheriff was in Colum- 
bns but did not see Mr. Williams. 
Mr. Williams saw the prosecutor 
and told him to tell Beiltb Officer 
Foster that if he wanted a man sent 
here the board would send one. 
The disease seems to have gained a 
firm foothold an." is spreading. George 
Marlatt, the Plaintield mail carrier. 
has become a victim. 
One of his- 
horses scratched until it died and now 
Marlatt and uis wife and child are 
suffering. There may be other cases. 
but they have not, been reported to 
the health officer. 
Health Officer Foster urges that all 


people be extremely eareful as the 
complaint is anything but desint'iie 
and while not fatal to human be.ngs 
causes intense suffering and great in- 
convenience.
